Koine to Constantinople, where the 
l>OKe Daudolo seiaed them as loot yud 
brought them to Venice. When' Napo- 
leon entered the city Jn 1T97, he hud 
them taken down from the roof of the 
cathedra! and shipped them in wagons 
over the. Alps t« Paris. They served 
os ornaments upon the triumphal arch 
in the Place du Carrousel till 1S15, 
when Ktnperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, and they were replac- 
ed, at bis expense, where they BOW 
stand. These ponderous animals are 
of pure copper, and eacli weighs about 
two tons. They were formerly gilded, 
but tbe gold has been worn off by tbe 
weather, and the verdigris which has 
accumulated upon the copper gives 
them a rich green tint.—\Vllliain E. Cur- 
tis iu Chicago Herald.

Two resolutions of censure on the 


president have been passed, once by 
tbe senate and once by tlie house, on 
occasions when the hostile majority 
was not Jarge enough either to pass 
measures over the president's veto or 
to impeach him. 


The lirst was passed by the sonnte on 


March 28, 1834, ceusarinR President 
Andrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution aud laws by his re 
moval of tbe government deposits from 
the United States^bank. The majority 
of the senate was opposed to Jackson 
In his war upon that bank, and thi? 
rote of censure was the only tbiin- 
they coultJ do about it. Jackson pro 
tested against this resolution as n 
charge to answer which no opportunity 
couid be afforded him.
